Report on the Conditioner the Kings 


River Company. 


SAN FitAXCiKCo, September 18.— Urodi- 


luiv <>I the Moore & Smith Lumber Com- 
pany, the Kings lliver Lumber Com- 
IHinv, and the Port Discovery mills, all 
of which suspended last Thursday, met 
this afternoon to hear the report of the 
rnmimtlce anpoluted to examine into 
llicatTairu nf the companies. 


Thuinas Jlrown, chairman of the com- 


mittee, made a verbal report and said 
that they, had relied upon tstatementH 
made to" them by A. 1). Moore, president 
of the three companies. On behalf of 
the committee Mr. llrown recommended 
to the assembled creditors that they 
accept 20 por cent upon the hiriolilcd- 
net's for the llrst year, beginning October 
1, HO per cent for the second year and 50 
per cent for the third, the money to bear 
i per rent interest yearly, payable aetni- 
nnnnally. 


Mr. Itrown further paid that the Kings 


liiver company would make a convey- 
ance of its valuable property in Fresno 
enmity to trustees to secure creditors. 
The full indebtedness is $770,000, of 
which $70,000 ia due for labor and will 
he paid immediately. 
The 
secured 


claims will reduce the indebtedness to 
creditors to $100,000. The report of the 
committee was adopted, trustees for the 
Kings Kiver company were appointed 
and tho meeting adjourned. 


The Tynan Will Contest. 


M>ii>KHTo, September 18. — In 
the 


Tynan contest over the probate of his 
will much interesting testimony has 
been taken. It has been shown by 'an 
overwhelming weight of evidence that 
the railroad ticket upon which it was 
rumored he had gone to New York bore 
a signature not written by him; and 
that lie therefore did not purchase it. It 
was shown today that he took lunch at 
the Popular restaurant on Geary street 
in San Francisco on October 17,1802, 
finishing bis lunch and leaving the. 
restaurant ot about 1 :30 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The party who bought the 
ticket referred to is known to have left 
Karramenln at 11.30 a.m. the same day. 
There are two indisputable reasons why 
it was not Dr. Tynan who went East on 
this ticket. The stories toltl by Ilallett, 
who reported that Dr. Tynan is in 
Utah, are so inconsistent as to be in- 
credible. The evidence has been con- 
cluded and argument of the case will 
begin tomorrow morning. As the case 
stands there seems to be no testimony 
in the rase nilaine any doubt that 
be is dead nml it. is expected that the 
verdict of the jury will be in favor of 
probating tho will.

precinct, the space in your valuable pa-

school house, there intersecting a county 
road. This route is straight, the right 
of way has been given, and a half of 
the distance has been graded, thus giv- 
ing us the impression when the applica- 
tion was made that it was a countv road 
complete, save the bridge over Jtig Dry 
creek. The bridge, by the way, was the 
sum and substance of our wish, and has 
iccn a long felt want, as the bed of the 
stream is an exceedingly hard pull at 
any time of the year. At the best sea- 
son only half a load can be taken across, 
while in wet weather it is dangerous on 
account of the quicksand. 


When this wish of ours was put into 


a petition and submitted to the board of 
supervisors, instead of complying with 
our wish, Ihev -took the matter into 
their own hands,hircd a buggy and sent 
the 
chairman, accompanied by the 


county surveyor and an "experienced" 
>ridge man, to sec if there was noil 
enough here to build a road and bridge 
on. flic result was the total ignoring of 
our wish by substituting an "idea" of 
the chairman, an entirely 
different 


route by way of Jones', past Smith's, 
and around Hobin Hood's barn, to Clo- 
vi.s, thus giving the foundation for the 
statement and inference that we voted 
the bonds down by "a solid vote" to 
essen taxes and at the same time ask 
the supervisors for tin over pro rala of 
funds to be placed to our especial use.

our preference for good country roads

forts are being made to enforce the 
lieary law in this state at the present 
time. There is no systematic or deter- 
mined effort, however, and from this 
fact one of two conclusions must be 
drawn. Either the power of the na- 
tional administration is being exerted to 
prevent the wholesale arrest and depor- 
tation ot Chinese, or those who employ 
coolie labor have chosen the present 
busy time lo create a sentiment favora- 
ble to the Chinese by causing the arrest 
of a few isolated individuals, where their 
labor is most needed, so as to stir up 
protests and active opposition to their 
deportation. 


The people of California owe it to 


themselves to organize in support of the 
Geary law. Every county in tho state 
should have an executive committee 
whose business should be to iuvestig ite 
and recommend Hie arrest of such Chi- 
nese as can best bo spared. The depor- 
tation of 150,000 Chinamen in sixty or 
ninety days is a physical impossibility. 
The vicious and criminal clement should 
go first, and the slave labor should fol- 
low close upon their heeln. 


There is no reason why Chinese should 


lie suffered to maintain a foothold on 
the 1'aciilc slope. 
Kvery coolie, mer- 


chant, gambler, student or prostitute of 
that nationality residing in this country 
is admin, through the medium of which 
the gold and silver nf the United Ktatcs 
flows in a never ceasing stream into the 
Chinese empire. The only way to cure 
this cancer is to take it root and liber 
from our soil. 


It behooves uiir ciUctiH tu be on their 


guard.

Water, light and heat, 
all from the same well, is not a bad do- 
mestic institution to have on the ranch.—

Btill contained KOUIO o£ tho vegetable 
food. Cannibalism hero appeared in iti 
lowest development, and tho numerous 
_ _ . mins of those which had been eaten 
bore witness to tlio extent to which tho 
process bad been carried.
